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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  condi- 
tions nearly  equally  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 

losses  w^ere  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  Eng- 
land, fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratify- 
ingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people, 
we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949, 
Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires 
are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man- 
caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numer- 
ous than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for 
fires  w^hich  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by 
everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  to- 
bacco before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down. 
In  automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 
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The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  co- 
operation in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Januao^  24,  1949. 

The  following  communicable  diseases  were  reported 
in  Durham  during  the  year :

On  the  basis  of  the  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  Health  Officer,  the  incidence  fo  infectious  dis- 
eases in  the  town  was  extremely  low.  The  above  rec- 
ord includes  the  communicable  diseases  reported  for 
the  University  students  as  well  as  for  the  townspeo- 
ple. Cases  of  intestinal  disorder  or  so-called  "intevsti- 
nal  flu"  continue  to  occur  among  the  residents  of  Dur- 
ham. However,  the  number  of  cases  is  probably  no 
greater  than  occurs  in  other  communities  and  there  is 
no  evidence  that  it  is  transmitted  through  the  water 
supply. 

The  water  and  milk  supplies  of  the  town  were  test- 
ed and  restaurants  inspected  at  regular  intervals  dur- 
ing the  year.  Mrs.  Rose  Behan,  Public  Health  Nurse 
for  Strafford  County,  organized  a  child  health  clinic 
in  Durham.  She  reports  that  during  November  and 
December  22  physical  examinations  and  nine  immuni- 
zations were  given.  The  clinic  will  be  continued  on 
the  first  and  third  Fridays  during  January  and  Feb- 
ruary 1949.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSION 


It  is  with  a  great  sense  of  satisfaction  that  \ve  are 
able  to  report  that  the  Town  of  Durham  now  has  a 
modern  and  satisfactory^  sewage  collecting  system. 
With  the  disposal  system  operated  by  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  we  become  the  first  town  to  do  its 
part  in  executing  the  plan  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire to  "clean  up"  the  Great  Bsiy  area. 

We  have  been  able  to  lay  all  of  the  lines  requested 
by  the  voters  and  several  additions  as  well.  An  un- 
expended balance  is  available  for  use  next  spring  and 
summer.  These  additions  were  possible  largely  at  the 
expense  of  the  contractor  who  under-estimated  the 
cost  of  the  contract  but  nevertheless  completed  it.  The 
earl}^  purchase  of  pipe  and  manhole  covers  by  the  Com- 
mission effected  a  substantial  saving  also. 

An  analysis  of  the  $145,000.00  appropriation  ap- 
pears elsewhere.  Considerable  thought  has  been  ex- 
pended toward  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  laying 
the  sewer  lines  in  such  a  fashion  that  future  develop- 
ments may  also  be  served.  There  is  much  talk  con- 
cerning new  apartment  blocks  and  single-home  de- 
velopments. We  feel  that  the  article  in  the  warrant 
will  prepare  us  to  meet  the  needs  that  may  arise.  We 
should  encourage  a  real  estate  increase,  for  it  is  about 
all  we  have  to  ''sell"  in  this  town  that  would  increase 
taxable  property. 

The  cooperation  of  the  homeowners  during  this 
"major  operation"  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
Commissioners.  The  "gripes"  have  been  very  few  and 
most  always  not  without  a  reasonable  cause. 

We  have  had  a  very  busy  season!  The  reward  for 
our  efforts  comes  from  the  satisfaction  of  a  civic  duty 
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reasonably  well  performed.  We  have  been  advised 
that  very  few  construction  jobs  these  days  stay  within 
the  original  estimate  and  that  we  have  been  rewarded 
for  our  planning  by  having  first-class  material  on  the 
job  at  a  time  when  supplies  v/ere  hard  to  get. 

For  the  convenience  of  our  customers  we  have  estab- 
lished a  stockpile  of  the  acceptable  minimum  size 
sewer  pipe  (5"),  which  is  for  the  moment  hard  to  get. 
This  may  be  purchased  through  the  Superintendent  of 
PubHc  Works  (Tel.  393).

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS

submit  a  report  of  activities  and  accomplishments  for 
the  last  half  of  the  year  1948.  It  is  limited  almost 
entirely  to  the  Highway  Department,  these  being  the 
only  duties  of  a  Public  Works  nature  the  Selectmen 
had  the  power  to  delegate. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  getting  acquaint- 
ed with  some  of  the  citizens  of  Durham  who  are  to  be 
served.  There  remain  many  more  who,  as  yet,  have 
not  been  personally  contacted.  To  that  time  at  which 
they  are,  we  look  forward  wtih  pleasant  anticipation.

Introduction 
This  report,  of  necessity  must  be  little  more  than 
an  explanation  of  the  activities  of  the  Durham  High- 
way Department,  for,  according  to  Article  14  of  the 
1948  Warrant  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
was  to  perform  those  duties  which  might  be  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  At  the  present  time 
these  duties  are  limited  to  supervision  of  the  High- 
way Department  forces,  inspection  of  sewer  entrances, 
a  nominal  supervision  of  the  installation  of  hydrant 
mains  and  assisting  the  Selectmen  in  town  building 
maintenace  and  alteration,  and  planning  for  the  com- 
ing year. 
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Plans  for  the  alteration  of  the  Town  Hall  are  quite 
well  along.  The  new  heating  system  has  been  installed 
in  addition  to  sewer  and  water  connections  and  pri- 
vate construction  work  has  diminished  for  the  winter 
months  so  that  at  the  present  time  it  seems  probable 
that  some  contractor  will  be  interested  in  this  small 
job  and  the  alterations  be  completed  by  the  1949 
Town  Meeting. 

The  selectmen's  office  has  been  used  for  the  past  few 
months  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  with 
practically  no  facilities,  other  than  a  table,  a  bench 
and  a  telephone.  The  real  work  of  organization  lies 
ahead  and  will  be  accomplished  as  rapidly  as  possible 
after  the  planning  is  approved. 

Labor  relations  on  the  whole  have  been  good,  there 
being  but  one  exception.  The  town  wage  scale  for 
labor  is  slightly  higher  than  either  the  University  or 
the  State  Highway  Department,  but  if  experienced 
help  is  to  be  retained  it  wseems  advisable  to  maintain 
it  at  the  present  level,  if  possible.  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Insurance  is  provided  so  that  the  town  is 
not  liable  and  employees  are  protected  against  injuries 
sustained  by  them  while  on  duty.  Many  towns  and 
cities  have  joined  the  State  Retirement  Association 
but  it  is  felt  in  some  quarters  that  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Act  would  be  broadened  to  include  municipal 
employees  this  coming  year  and  so  no  plan  has  been 
advanced  for  joining  the  State  Retirement  Act  at  this 
time. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Selectmen 
and  many  more  will  be  required  before  organization 
is  accomplished.  There  is  no  regular  time  for  meet- 
ings.   They  are  held  as  required  and  when  other  duties 
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permit.     This  arrangement,  while  not  the  best  and 
most  desirable,  does  seem  to  be  the  best  that  can  be 
obtained  at  the  present  time. 
A  more  detailed  report  follows: 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  present  time  highway  maintenance,  both  win- 
ter and  summer,  is  cared  for  under  one  appropriation. 
This  seems  to  be  best  as  viewed  now.  It  has  been  dem- 
onstrated this  past  year  when,  during  November  and 
December  there  was  practically  no  work  of  snow  re- 
moval or  ice  control  and  the  late  fall  activities  were 
carried  on  instead,  using  the  funds  that  otherwise 
would  have  been  expended  on  winter  maintenance. 

Summer  Maintenance 
This  consists  largely  of  maintaining  and  construct- 
ing existing  roads  which  in  Durham  are  largely  Class 
V  or  gravel  surfaced  roads.  Good  surface  gravel  is 
at  a  premium  in  Durham  and  if  the  town  pit  in  Lee  is 
used  it  means  a  long  haul  when  working  in  the  East 
end  of  town.  For  the  most  part  this  material  is  rather 
too  free  of  clay  to  be  really  good  for  a  wearing  surface 
but  it  seems  to  be  the  best  that  can  be  had  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  With  present  equipment  any  attempt  to  add 
and  mix  the  necessary  amount  of  clay  would  so  limit 
activities  as  to  be  prohibitive. 

Surface  gravel  was  applied  to  a  major  portion  of 
the  Dame  Road  from  the  Newmarket  line  to  the  Bay 
Road  near  the  Stone  House  Farm  Road,  to  a  portion 
of  the  road  between  Newmarket  Road  and  the  Dame 
Road  which  is  near  the  Newmarket  line,  to  parts  of 
Langmaid  Road  a«  far  as  the  Kitfield  house,  and  to 
the  road  to  the  Krist  farm  as  well  as  many  other 
places.  Many  miles  of  road  are  involved  here  for  a 
very  few  residences  but  the  town  is  obliged  to  plow  the 
snow  from  them  so  they  must  be  kept  in  some  sort  of 

shape  for  the  protection  of  the  snow  rem.oval  equip-

ment  as  well  as  for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  in 
the  area.  Brush  was  cut,  a  culvert  was  installed  and 
gravel  hauled  on  the  old  Town  road  near  Moat  Island 
to  enable  tractors  to  get  to  fields  in  the  area. 

The  weather  man  did  not  cooperate  by  supplying  the 
necessary  moisture  to  permit  of  good  use  of  the  blade 
maintainer  in  keeping  the  gravel  roads  in  shape.  More 
harm  is  done  than  good  accomplished  when  the  weath- 
er is  as  dry  as  it  was  during  this  past  summer.  Our 
home-made  grader  is  so  light  that  it  can  be  used  as  a 
maintainer  only  and  is  very  slow,  but  being  self  pow- 
ered is  a  definite  improvement  over  the  same  machine 
being  tractor  drawn.  However,  some  consideration 
must  soon  be  given  to  supplementing  this  machine. 

Little  was  done  in  the  way  of  applying  road  tar  to 
the  black-top  roads,  as  an  examination  of  the  finances 
seemed  to  allow  little  money  to  be  spent  in  that  way. 
It  means  that  practically  every  road  already  surfaced 
should  be  covered  during  the  coming  year  or  serious 
breakup  is  apt  to  occur,  which  would  necessitate  start- 
ing all  over  again. 

A  start  was  made  toward  cutting  brush  but  only  a 
start.  It  remains  as  a  major  project  for  the  coming 
year.  At  present  there  seems  to  be  very  little  use  for 
a  mowing  machine.  The  roads  are  not  well  adapted 
for  this  type  of  maintenance.  In  a  large  part  the 
sides  of  the  road  are  too  far  above  or  below  the  should- 
er. It  is  planned  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  con- 
trol by  chemical  spray.  Some  experiment  in  this  field 
is  being  done  by  certain  power  companies  and  their 
findings  may  well  afi'ect  our  methods  here. 

Several  culverts  were  installed  as  required  and 
there  remain  several  more  aresa  where  drainage 
problems  are  acute — and  several  catch  ba-sins  and 
much  storm  drain  should  be  installed.  The  problem 
in  town   would  be  relatively   simple   if  the   sanitary 
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sewer  system  could  be  used  to  carry  off  the  storm  wa- 
ter but  with  the  type  of  sewage  treatment  now  in  ef- 
fect this  cannot  be  considered. 

A  good  part  of  the  time  and  efforts  of  the  forces 
were  spent  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  trying 
to  keep  the  roads  passable  and  suitable  for  plowing 
where  the  contractors  were  excavating  for  the  sewer 
and  water  mains.  No  real  attempt  could  be  made  to 
put  the  streets  in  good  shape  as  snow  was  expected 
at  any  time.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  future  the 
maintenance  of  streets  and  roads  when  following  after 
a  contractor  will  not  be  the  problem  it  has  been  during 
the  past  year. 

Winter  Maintenance 
Snow  removal  during  the  months  of  November  and 
December  was  not  necessary  on  any  roads.  Some  salt 
was  spread  on  the  blacktop  roads,  but  no  sanding  was 
found  necessary.  It  is  the  plan  in  the  future  to  use 
more  salt  than  has  been  used  in  the  past.  It  is  felt 
that  if  but  one  serious  accident  is  prevented,  its  use 
is  justified.  Also  one  of  its  disadvantages  may  soon 
be  overcome,  the  tendency  to  cause  corrosion  of  auto- 
mobile bodies.  Testing  of  an  inexpensive  treatment 
of  salt  is  now  being  conducted  and  published  results 
so  far  seem  to  indicate  its  success.  The  treated  ma- 
terial should  be  generally  available  for  next  winter. 
Snow  removal  equipment  seems  to  be  adequate  for  the 
present,  with  four  trucks  available,  three  of  which  will 
handle  the  moderate  falls  with  one  way  plows.  This 
leaves  in  reserve  the  tractor  equipped  with  V  plow 
and  wings  and  a  V  plow  and  right  wing  for  the  new 
3-ton  International  truck  to  be  used  for  heavy  snow- 
falls.

No  T.  R.  A.  money  was  spent  this  past  year  but 
these  funds  remain  in  the  account  and  may  be  expend- 
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ed  during-  the  coming  year.  Last  year  some  drilling 
was  done  in  preparation  for  improving  the  Bay  Road 
from  the  end  of  the  present  pavement  to  Adam's  Gate. 
It  is  planned  to  complete  this  work  and  continue  to 
the  bridge  over  Crummett  Creek  which  is  in  extreme- 
ly poor  shape  and  a  definite  liability  to  the  town. 

Bridges 

There  are  three  definite  bridge  problems  in  the 
town.  The  bridge  over  the  storage  reservoir  on  the 
Wiswell  Road  needs  painting  very  badly.  The  date 
when  last  painted  is  not  known  but  from  appearances 
it  must  be  a  number  of  years  ago.  It  is  planned  to  ac- 
complish this  during  the  coming  year. 

The  concrete  bridge  which  carries  the  Packers  Falls 
Road  across  the  Lamprey  River  is  in  a  very  poor  con- 
dition and  is  almost  40  years  old.  It  is  quite  inade- 
quate for  the  present  road. 

The  timber  bridge  across  Crummett  Creek  is  a  real 
liability  to  the  town  and  should  be  replaced  immedi- 
ately. It  is  planned  to  submit  it  to  the  State  Bridge 
Dept.  for  possible  Town  Bridge  Aid.  An  alternative 
design  will  also  be  considered  in  the  event  state  aid 
is  not  considered  acceptable. 

Equipment 
The  department  is  fairly  well  equipped  for  dump- 
trucks,  having  a  1948  3-ton  International,  a  1947  2- 
ton  Chevrolet,  a  1941  ll'i-ton  International  in  fairly 
good  condition  and  a  1936  2-ton  International  in  fair 
condition.  But  that  is  almost  the  entire  story.  There 
is  a  40  h.p.  Caterpillar  tractor  nearly  15  years  old  and 
in  excellent  condition  because  it  has  never  been  used 
except  when  other  snow  removal  equipment  could  not 
be  moved.  Repair  parts  for  this  machine  are  still  ob- 
tainable because  it  is  a  Caterpillar  product.  The  pic- 
ture can  and  probably  will  change  within  a  few  years. 
Its  present  market  value  is  approximately  $1,000.00. 
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It  would  cost  $9,000.00  or  more  to  replace  it.  I  think 
most  will  agree  that  to  allow  a  $9,000.00  piece  of  con- 
struction equipment  to  become  obsolete  without  being 
used  is  a  most  foolish,  investment  when  it  is  so  badly 
needed  as  a  bulldozer  to  facilitate  road  construction. 
There  has  also  been  considerable  demand  among  the 
townspeople  for  a  machine  of  this  type  with  no  one 
locally  to  supply  their  wants.  There  is  also  a  30  h.p. 
Caterpillar  tractor  20  or  more  years  of  age  that  has 
been  used  a  great  deal.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
machine  has  earned  its  cost  more  than  once,  but  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  it  seems  to  have  exceeded  its  val- 
ue, so  rather  than  spend  the  $800.00  to  $1,000.00  esti- 
mated to  put  it  back  into  shape  to  be  somewhat  depend- 
able and  still  have  a  single  purpose  machine,  it  would 
seem  wise  to  replace  it  with  an  industrial  tractor  which 
can  be  used  for  many  purposes  such  as  leading  gravel 
and  snow,  cleaning  up  around  ditches,  sidewalk  plow- 
ing, light  bulldozing,  mowing,  handling  hydrants,  wa- 
ter-pipe, culvert  pipe,  some  excavation  and  numerous 
other  uses.  It  would  also  supplement  the  gravel  loader 
which  at  the  present  time  is  indispensable  but  very  ex- 
pensive to  maintain.  It  has  been  used  almost  continu- 
ously for  the  past  six  months  and  must  be  put  back 
into  condition  this  winter. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 
This  work  is  accomplished  with  highway  depart- 
ment forces.  During  the  past  year  the  dump  has  been 
soinevv'hat  of  a  problem.  In  past  years  all  material 
had  been  pushed  down  the  bank.  Frequently  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Fire  Department  to  make  a  run  to 
the  dump  and  try  to  fight  a  fire  they  couldn't  reach. 
Consequently  the  decision  was  made  to  fence  off  part 
of  the  area  and  clear  at  least  fifty  feet  back  of  the 
fence  thus  preventing  some  of  the  wanton  dumping 
among  the  trees  where  cleanup  was  impossible  except 
by   using   hand    methods.     Material    has    since   been 
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dumped  on  top,  burned  when  weather  permitted,  and 
the  remaining?  ash  pushed  over  the  bank.  This  plan 
has  been  moderately  successful  but  the  extended  dry 
weather  of  last  summer  combined  with  the  numerous 
daily  truck  loads  of  waste  paper  from  the  University 
while  their  incinerator  was  being  enlarged  caused 
much  concern.  By  keeping  it  wet  down  with  water 
hauled  in  tank  trucks,  a  very  critical  period  was  passed 
without  a  conflagration. 

An  analysis  of  the  expenditures  would  indicate  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  collection,  which  is  confirmed 

upon  investigation,  so  to  keep  the  costs  of  collection  at 

a  minimum,  certain  regulations  should  be  observed. 

These  that  follow  are  essentially  the  same  as  those 

that  were  adopted  March  25,  1947. 

1.  Collections  shall  be  made  every  Wednesday  for  fra- 
ternities and  business  establishments,  and  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Wednesdays  in  the  month  for 
all  others. 

2.  All  containers  shall  be  at  the  curb  by  7:00  A.  M. 
In  no  event  will  trucks  return  to  pick  up  refuse 
placed  at  the  curb  after  collection  has  once  been 
made. 

3.  No  container  and  its  contents  shall  exceed  90 
pounds  in  weight.  If  this  weight  is  exceeded  the 
container  will  be  left  at  the  curb  until  the  condi- 
tion is  corrected. 

4.  No  loose  or  broken  containers  shall  be  used.  In 
the  event  spilling  occurs  due  to  this  cause,  clean- 
ing up  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  individual 
being  served. 
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5.  Between  collections  all  containers  shall  be  removed 
from  the  curb  and  stored  under  cover,  if  possible. 
If  this  is  not  feasible,  however,  the  containers  shall 
be  covered  to  prevent  the  entrance  or  rain  and 
snow.  Ashes,  when  placed  in  the  containers,  shall 
not  be  wet.  If  refuse  is  frozen  in  the  container  it 
will  be  left  for  the  individual  to  care  for. 

6.  Dumping-  by  the  side  of  the  road  is  strictly  for- 
bidden. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HAMILTON  SMITH  LIBRARY 

January  31,  1949. 

To  THE  Residents  of  Durham  : 

Because  of  the  heavy  demand  for  magazines  and 
the  need  to  bind  them  for  future  use,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary for  some  time  to  allow  them  to  be  used  only  in  the 
Library.  Durham  residents  are  welcome,  however, 
to  make  use  of  the  unusually  well  equipped  magazine 
room,  where  more  than  a  thousand  titles  are  available 
for  reading. 

On  January  31,  the  Library  book  collection  num- 
bered 153,159.  Of  these  4,087  belong  to  the  Durham 
Public  Library,  and  11,857  to  the  Durham  Library  As- 
sociation. During  the  year,  163  books  were  purchased 
for  the  town,  and  58  were  discarded.  The  Durham 
Library  Associatoin  added  161,  and  discarded  184. 

Newcomers  to  Durham  are  invited  to  enjoy  their 
Library.  Attention  is  called  to  the  well-stocked  chil- 
dren's room.

Following-  the  authorization  of  an  additional  Water 
Bond  Issue  not  to  exceed  $44,000.00  as  voted  at  the 
1948  town  meeting-  in  article  16  of  the  warrant,  a  con- 
tract in  the  amount  of  $30,212.75  was  awraded  July 
19  to  the  Ames  Construction  Company  of  Somers- 
worth,  N.  H.,  for  the  following  work : 

1265  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  on  Edgewood  Road  for 
standpipe  connection. 

4340  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  on  Madbury  Road,  Dover 
Road,  Strafford  Avenue  and  Bagdad  Road. 

3190  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  on  Rosemary  Lane,  Ballard 
Street,  Woodman  Road  and  the  northerly  end  of  Mad- 
bury Road. 

Setting  9  new  fire  hydrants  and  making  all  other 
necessary  connections  required  for  the  above  indicated 
extensions. 

As  of  January  20th  71%  of  all  pipe  has  been  laid 
according  to  contract  and  Q6%  of  all  work  involved 
has  been  completed.  The  remaining  w^ork  will  be  fin- 
ished in  the  Spring.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  requested  the 
Selectmen  to  authorize  the  new  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  act  as  its  agent  in  the  installation  of  new 
water  lines  and  to  assist  in  the  handling  and  mainte- 
nance of  existing  and  future  water  lines.  Permission 
was  granted. 

There  is  in  the  hands  of  the  town  treasurer  a  sum 
of  $3,632.93  raised  and  appropriated  to  put  in  a  6-inch 
line  on  Madbury  Road  for  as  far  as  the  sum  will  go 
starting  where  the  present  8-inch  construction  on  Mad- 
bury Road  will  end,  which  will  be  about  1,000  feet 
north  from  Edgewood  Road. 

Before  the  highways  are  resurfaced  after  the  con- 
struction is  completed  all  abutting  property  owners  on 
hydrant  and  water  lines  will  be  advised  to  connect  di- 
rectly to  these  mains  in  order  that  old  and  inadequate 
pipe  lines  may  be  abandoned. 

To  take  care  of  the  interest  and  amortization  of  the 
Water  Bond  issues  of  1946  and  1948  the  Board  of  Wa- 
ter Commissioners  found  it  necessary  to  increase  as  of 
July  1,  1948,  the  water  rates  of  the  town  from  $19.00 
to  $30.00  and  excess  usage  from  .001125  to  .002  per 
cubic  foot.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Durham  : 

I  am  pleased  to  prsent  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools.  The  report  will  be 
based  on  the  following  headings : 

Enrollment;  finance;  personnel  and  organization; 
physical  facilities  including  building,  equipment,  books 
and  supplies;  curriculum,  instruction  and  testing  pro- 
gram; health;  recommendations.  (Reports  of  the 
Principal,  School  Nurse,  Art  and  Music  Supervisor 
are  attached  and  will  follow  this  report.) 

Enrollment  and  Census  Figures 
School  enrollment  in  the  Durham  Center  School  has 
increased  in  the  past  two  years  from  210  in  1947-48 
to  242  in  1948-49.  (This  latter  figure  includes  21 
kindergarten  children.)  The  number  of  children  per 
grade  is  shown  in  a  following  table  in. this  report. 

The  school  census  taken  in  September  1948  shows 
the  following  number  of  children  by  age  groups  in 
Durham  as  of  that  date.

Finance 

Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense.  In 
school  administration,  finances  appear  to  be  one  of  the 
most  important  items;  practically  all  of  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  school  are  dependent  upon  money 
and  many  of  our  leading  authorities  have  consistent- 
ly pointed  out  that — with  exceptions — the  quality  of 
education  that  is  provided  varies  directly  with  the 
amount  of  money  which  is  provided  for  that  educa- 
tion. In  Durham,  the  budget  has  been  approved  and 
finances  provided  as  requested  by  the  School  Board 
and  the  Superintendent.    The  salaries  of  our  teachers 
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are  in  the  approximate  range  of  salaries  of  teachers  in 
surrounding  New  Hampshire  communities  and  the 
finances  as  provided  for  books  and  supplies  have  been 
such  as  to  allow  for  improving  the  previous  **run- 
down"  condition  of  those  items.  As  will  be  mentioned 
later  in  this  report,  added  funds  are  necessary  in  order ' 
to  improve  and  keep  up  to  date  on  certain  other  items. 

Personnel  and  Organization 
Although  it  was  necessary  to  locate  several  teach- 
ers who  are  new  to  their  respective  positions  for  the 
present  school  year,  the  Superintendent  and   School 
Board  were  able  to  make  some  very  fine  selections. 

The  unexpected  large  number  of  43  children  in 
Grade  1  necessitated  immediate  action  by  the  board 
last  September.  Because  of  the  lack  of  an  additional 
classroom,  the  decision  was  made  to  employ  a  half  time 
teacher  to  work  with  one-half  of  the  group  during  the 
forenoon  in  the  school  library.  Mrs.  Charlotte  Clark 
who  was  engaged  to  carry  on  this  work  has  confined 
her  time  to  work  in  reading,  story  telling  and  penman- 
ship; Mrs.  Elizabeth  Osgood  has  worked  with  the 
whole  of  the  first  grade  group  in  the  afternoons  on 
seatwork  in  reading  and  penmanship,  music,  story 
telling,  etc. 

Mr.  John  Day  came  to  Durham  in  September  1948 
after  having  served  as  Principal  of  the  Rye,  New 
Hampshire  Center  School  for  four  years.  He  had  pre- 
viously taught  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Keene,  An- 
trim and  Canaan,  N.  H.  Other  experienced  teachers 
who  are  teaching  in  Durham  for  the  first  time  are: 
Mrs.  Margaret  Mclntyre,  who  had  taught  in  New  York 
state,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Osgood,  who  taught  in  Spring- 
field, Vt.,  1945-48;  Mrs.  Barbara  Silander,  who  taught 
in  Manchester  1947-48  and  Mrs.  Marilyn  Pinkham, 
who  taught  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  1947-48. 
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Teacher  moral  throughout  the  school  appears  to  be 
excellent,  desirable  leadership  by  the  teachers  and  the 
principal  is  very  evident.  One  hundred  per  cent  of 
the  members  of  the  faculty  belong  to  their  State  Teach- 
ers' Association  and  several  have  joined  the  National 
Education  Association. 

Additions  to  and  changes  in  our  regular  progi'am 
this  year  have  included  the  equipping  and  operation 
of  the  kindergarten  in  September  1948  and  the  setting 
up  and  operating  for  the  first  time  in  this  building — 
of  a  manual  training  department  for  grades  7-8. 

Physical  Facilities 

The  building,  although  rapidly  becoming  *'out- 
grown"  is  in  good  general  repair  and  is  used  to  capac- 
ity. One  regular  class  room  and  the  upper  hall  were 
painted  during  the  past  summer,  the  present  kinder- 
garten room  was  also  repainted  and  an  asphalt-tile 
floor  was  laid  to  cover  the  cement  floor.  The  light 
green  walls  and  the  sea-green  floor  (colors  which  were 
suggested  by  the  teachers  who  were  to  use  the  room) 
have  proven  to  be  very  popular  and  greatly  improved 

the  appearance  and  usefulness  of  the  room.     Minor 

repairs  have  been  made  to  the  building  as  needed. 

The  Durham  Center  School  is  overcrowded  for  the 
greatest  effectiveness  and  efficiency  in  operation. 

Kitchen  facilities  for  the  lunch  room  are  inadequate. 
The  present  first  grade  (43  pupils)  is  too  large  for 
the  first  grade  room  and  one  teacher  could  not  do  jus- 
tice to  such  a  large  group.  The  present  make-shift  ar- 
rangements, which  will  probably  be  necessary  for  sev- 
eral years  and  which  will  probably  become  worse  when 
the  next  large  group  enters,  are  not  desirable.  (This 
will  be  about  1951 ;  there  were  50-2  year  old  children 
in  Durham  last  September.) 
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The  auditorium  gymnasium  is  unsatisfactory  and 
that  room  is  too  small  for  purposes  for  which  it  is 
used.  There  is  lack  of  a  music  room  and  a  satisfactory 
room  for  the  nurse  at  present.  Suggestions  for  over 
coming  these  conditions  are  made  under  recommenda- 
tions toward  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  work  of  enlarging  the  school  playground  area 
by  filling  and  leveling  has  progressed  to  a  considerable 
extent  and  more  will  be  done  in  the  spring. 

At  the  request  of  the  Durham  Woman's  Club,  the 
School  Board  acted  favorably  upon  the  suggestion  of 
naming  the  school  playground  the  Woodman  Garrison 
Playground. 

Playground  equipment  has  been  ordered  and  sev- 
eral items  which  have  not  already  been  set  up  should 
be  ready  for  use  by  early  spring. 

Present  plans,  include  12  feet  of  heavy  metal  swing 
frame  which  has  been  moved  from  the  Packer's  Falls 
School  yard  and  attached  to  the  swing  frame  that  was 
already  in  use  at  the  Center  School;  trapese  bars  and 
rings  have  been  installed  on  this  frame.  A  horizontal 
ladder;  a  merry-go-round  and  a  jungle-gym  will  be 
popular  additions  to  the  equipment. 

The  following  pieces  of  power  equipment  have  been 
installed  in  the  gymnasium  for  manual  training  in 
addition  to  bench  facilities  and  vices  and  a  fair  supply 
of  hand  tools :  a  1/3  H.P.  Grinder  and  an  8-in.  tilting 
top  bench-saw,  a  14-inch  band  saw  and  bench  drill  and 
press.  A  separate  motor  was  provided  for  each  of  the 
above  pieces  of  power  equipment. 

A  vacuum  cleaner  for  use  by  the  janitor  was  pro- 
vided during  the  past  year. 

New  and  modern  textbooks  have  been  provided  as 
needed,  and  as  the  budget  allowed,  new  maps  and 
globes  have  replaced  some  of  the  old  worn  dilapidated 
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ones.  The  teaching  aids  in  the  Durham  Center  Schools 
are  in  good  condition,  but  our  program  of  replacement 
should  continue  as  books  become  outdated  and  worn. 
At  least  one  new  electric  sewing  machine,  a  power 
lawnmower,  a  new  stove  for  cooking  school  lunches,  a 
new  desk  for  the  school  nurse  with  proper  filing  facil- 
ities and  some  new  seats  and  desks  should  be  provided 
for  the  coming  year. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction 

The  curriculum  in  the  various  grades  is  carried  on 
as  suggested  hy  our  State  Department  of  Education 
with  plenty  of  allowance  made  so  that  teachers  may 
vary  their  work  according  to  their  respective  groups 
of  children. 

Teachers  are  following  the  unified  reading,  language 
and  social  studies  program.  Principal  Day  and  the 
teachers  have  attempted  to  allow  each  pupil  to  feel 
that  he  is  an  individual  rather  than  "just  another 
member  of  a  large  group."  Methods  of  instruction  are 
so  designed  by  the  various  teachers  as  to  allow,  to  the 
greatest  possible  extent,  for  individual  difference;  the 
general  pupil-teacher  atmosphere  throughout  the 
school  is  excellent.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  Mr. 
Day  is  following  a  program  of  guidance  which  should 
be  of  much  value  in  assisting  pupils  in  deciding  what 
educational  program  to  follow  after  leaving  the  eighth 
grade.  Pupil  self-evaluation  and  knowledge  of  occu- 
pations is  an  important  phase  during  upper  elemen- 
tary grades. 

Testing  Program 

Standardized  mental  ability  tests  have  been  given  to 
all  children  above  kindergarten  age  and  standardized 
achievement  tests  will  be  administered.  Results  of 
these  tests  will  assist  in  determining  whether  or  not 
children  are  working  to  their  capacity,  they  will  allow 
for  a  comparison  betv/een  our  school  standards  and 
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those  of  other  schools  and  will  provide  for  diagnosing 
pupil  weaknesses  within  the  various  subject  areas. 

Health 
The  lunch  and  physical  education  programs  as  de- 
scribed more  in  detail  in  Principal  Day's  report  are 
important  parts  of  our  total  school  program.  The' 
practice  of  having  three  physical  examinations  for 
each  child  during  the  eight  years  that  he  attends  the 
elementary  school  is  commendable  and  more  advanced 
than  in  many  districts.  It  would  be  well,  however,  if 
a  physical  examination  might  be  given  each  year. 

Our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Ruth  Hopkins,  is  alert  to  rec- 
ognize physical  weaknesses  and  deficiencies  and  to 
make  valuable  recommxendations  to  the  parents. 

The  cook  and  lunch  room  operator,  Mrs.  Prlscilla 
Perry,  has  an  important  function  in  the  health  of  the 
children  through  her  menu  planning  and  cooking  tech- 
niques. 

Recommendations 
The  greatest  major  problem  in  the  Durham  Center 
School  appears  to  be  an  overcrowded  condition. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  problem  be  overcome  by  an 
addition  to  the  present  building.  Some  suggestions 
w^hich  have  been  made  are  as  follows : 

(1)  Add  tvv'o  classrooms  on  to  the  south  end  per- 
pendicular to  and  in  back  of  the  building  at  ground 
level  and  build  an  auditorium  gymnasium  above  the 
present  so-called  gymnasium  ^vhich.  the  writer  under- 
stands, was  originally  designed  for  a  playroom  only. 
The  addition  of  an  auditorium-gymnasium  might  ex- 
tend beyond  the  back  wall  of  the  present  building 
enough  to  provide  a  stage  in  addition  to  a  new  playing 
floor.  The  new  playing  floor  might  be  as  large  as  the 
present  room ;  the  stage  could  serve  as  a  music  room 
when  not  used  for  other  purposes.     The  new  gymna- 
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sium  would  presumably  have  a  ceiling  of  at  least  16 
feet  which  would  allow  adequate  space  for  basketball 
(present  recommended  size  of  playing  floor  for  Junior 
High  School  is  74  feet  x  42  feet).  Present  room  is 
66  feet  x  40  feet  including  the  area  used  by  the  tem- 
porary stage ;  playing  or  seating  area  is  only  54  feet  x 
40  feet.  The  basketball  court  is  now  only  about  44 
feet  X  34  feet,  allowing  some  *'out  of  bounds"  space. 

With  additions  as  mentioned  above,  the  two  class- 
rooms would  alleviate  the  present  poor  sewing  room 
facilities  and  the  need  for  using  the  library  for  the 
overflow  from  the  large  grade.  The  present  so-called 
auditorium  might  provide  space  for  a  permanent  man- 
ual training  room  and  a  lunch  room  and  school  lunch 
kitchen.  It  is  a  generally  recognized  fact  that  a  home 
economics  and  a  school  lunch  kitchen  should  be  separ- 
ate areas. 

Some  items  of  new  equipment  which  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  school  as  it  is  operated  at  present  include 
a  new  electric  sewing  machine,  a  new  stove  for  school 
lunches,  additional  folding  auditorium  chairs  and  a 
new  desk  and  filing  facilities  for  the  school  nurse. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
School  Board,  to  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  to  all 
others  who  have  co-operated  to  make  our  work  effec- 
tive during  the  past  year.

HIGH  SCHOOL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 


February  4,  1949. 

The  High  School  Development  Committee  met  at 
the  Center  School  on  January  28,  1949,  and  further 
discussed  the  subject  of  a  proposed  high  school  for 
Durham.  A  review  of  past  meetings  of  the  committee 
was  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  as 
were  reports  of  action  taken  last  March  at  annual 
meetings  in  neighboring  districts. 

It  appears  that  there  is  practically  no  active  inter- 
est on  the  part  of  neighboring  school  districts  in  a  co- 
operative high  school  to  be  located  in  Durham.  The 
feeling  of  those  districts  appeared  to  be  that  they  pre- 
fer to  feel  free  to  send  their  high  school  pupils  to  ex- 
isting high  schools  in  the  area  rather  than  to  negotiate 
to  send  them  all  to  any  one  specific  school. 

Further  discussion  of  i^resent  numbers  of  Durham 
pupils  attending  high  school  and  the  numbers  expected 
in  the  immediate  future,  indicated  that  enrollment  in 
a  high  school  which  might  be  built  in  Durham  would 
be  considerably  smaller  than  the  number  recognized 
by  authorities  as  necessary  to  operate  for  the  greatest 
effectiveness  and  efficiency. 

The  Committee  feels  that  no  action  should  be  taken 
at  the  present  time. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


February  1,  1949. 

To  THE  Superintendent,  School  Board  and  Cit- 
izens OF  Durham  : 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  present  my 
first  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Durham  Center 
School.  It  gives  me  a  feeling  of  pride  to  be  associated 
with  such  a  splendid  school  in  a  community  where 
there  is  every  evidence  of  good-will  toward  the  school 
and  what  it  is  attempting  to  do. 

The  addition  of  a  kindergarten  has  done  much  to 
lift  the  school  above  the  ordinary  one  and  future  years 
will  bear  out  the  fact  that  kindergarten-trained  first- 
graders  have  a  much  better  chance  to  succeed  in  their 
school  work  than  pupils  in  systems  Vv^here  no  kinder- 
garten is  maintained. 

The  establishing  of  a  Manual  Arts  department  with- 
in the  school  has  been  a  step  forward  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  complete  school.  The  school  is  completely 
equipped  to  give  the  boys  a  thorough  Manual  Arts 
course  comparable  to  other  schools  of  similar  size. 

Much  is  being  done  to  make  our  playground  a  place 
of  enjoyment  and  safety.  The  swings  have  been  added 
to  and  a  horizontal  ladder  has  been  erected.  We  await 
delivery  of  a  Merry-Go-Round  and  a  Jungle  Gym  which 
will  provide  more  activity  for  the  smaller  children. 
Work  is  well  under  w^ay  toward  making  available  a 
baseball  area  for  the  older  students.  The  playground 
is  supervised  at  all  times  from  the  opening  of  school 
until  dismissal. 

We  believe  that  the  school  life  of  the  child  should  be 
a  happy  one  and  one  filled  with  every  opportunity  to 
better  adjust  himself  to  his  environment,  we  have  en- 
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deavored  to  give  him  a  well-rounded  program  aside 
from  the  usual  required  essentials.  A  list  of  our  extra- 
curricular activities  follows. 

School  Lyyich  Pro0'nm 
Our  school  lunch  progra  maerves  not  le^sii  than  eighty 
well-balanced  meals  each  day.  In  addition  to  the  typo 
A  menu  we  serve  milk  to  not  leas  than  sixteen  students 
during  the  morning  recess.  The  lunch  program  is  un- 
der the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Errol  Perry  of  Dur- 
ham who  takes  a  motherly  interest  in  the  likes  and  dis- 
likes of  individuals  and  provides  for  such  differences. 

Class  Ttips 
Several  cla^s  trips  have  been  made  and  more  art' 
planned  for  the  future.  The  kindergarten  ha«  visited 
the  turkey  and  poultry  farm  at  the  University.  The 
seventh  grade  history  class  took  an  historic  tour  of 
Durham  and  its  environs  under  the  direction  of  their 
teacher,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wilcox.  The  eighth  grade  vis- 
ited the  University  print  shop  with  Mrs.  Marilni  Pink- 
ham,  their  history  teacher.  The  eighth  grade  science 
class  saw  the  Atomic  Energ>'  photo  display  at  the 
Hamilton-Smith  Library  with  their  teacher,  Mr.  Day. 

Student  Improvement 
Four  boys  from  grades  seven  and  eight  are  on  duty 
at  the  intersection  of  Garrison  Avenue  and  Madbury 
Road  before  school  in  the  morning,  during  the  noon 
hour  and  after  school  to  see  that  students  cross  the 
highway  with  some  degree  of  safety.  Two  upper  grade 
girls  see  that  the  younger  pupils  who  are  dismissed  at 
an  earlier  time  are  led  across  safely. 

During  the  noon  lunch  period  music  is  often  provid- 
ed by  means  of  the  radio  or  record  player. 

Frequent  use  is  made  of  record  players  throughout 
the  school  to  bring  about  a  greater  sense  of  rhythm 
and  the  appreciation  of  the  finer  music. 
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Whenever  the  weather  is  vsuch  that  playing  outdoors 
at  noon  time  is  not  a  good  thing  movies  are  shown  in 
the  auditorium  to  all  students  who  remain  for  lunch 
and  for  all  others  who  wish  to  return  early  for  them. 
The  movies  are  usually  of  an  educational  as  well  as 
entertaining  type  and  are  looked  forward  to  with  en- 
thusiasm. 

A  dancing  class  has  been  in  session  for  several 
weeks.  Students  of  the  four  upper  grades  attend  in 
numbers  varying  from  thirty-five  to  fifty.  The  in- 
structor is  Mr.  Joseph  Jefferson  of  Stratham  v/ho  con- 
ducts similar  classes  in  Rye  and  Exeter.  Ballroom 
dancing  is  stressed  but  some  square-dancing  is  eager- 
ly looked  foi^vard  to. 

The  seventh  grade  history  clavss  made  a  series  of 
lantern  slides  depicting  the  early  history  of  Durham. 
These  slides  were  shown  under  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wil- 
cox's direction  at  our  Open  House  in  November. 

The  Home  Economics  classes  have  assisted  in  serv- 
ing refreshments  at  numerous  public  functions  held 
at  the  schoolhouse. 

School  hnprovement  Activities 

A  gi'oup  of  students  under  the  direction  of  the  art 
teacher,  Mrs.  Janice  Wholey,  have  painted  murals 
upon  the  walls  of  the  lunchroom.  The  work  has  been 
done  entirely  by  the  students  themselves.  The  walls 
were  first  prepared  by  the  Manual  Arts  classes  by 
painting  over  the  brickwork  with  a  special  paint  for 
such  purposes. 

Much  in  the  way  of  improving  the  building  and 
grounds  has  been  done  by  the  Manual  Arts  classes. 
The  various  projects  completed  are:    Setting  up  and 

installing  the  horizontal  ladder  on  the  playgrounds; 

building  a  spacious  tool  closet  for  shop  tools ;  building 

benches  for  the  power  tools ;  the  construction  of  a  large 
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work  bench;  the  painting  of  the  teachers'  room  floor; 
the  building  of  a  ping  pong  table  and  assisting  the 
University  Outing  Club  in  clearing  McNutt's  Hill  for 
skiing. 

Physical  Education  Activities 
Team  sports  as  well  as  intra-mural  games  have  been 
fostered  in  the  school.  The  Junior  High  boys  had  a 
good  season  in  football  and  are  well  into  the  basketball 
season  with  several  games  yet  to  be  played.  The  Dur- 
ham boys  will  have  met  teams  from  Rye,  Hamjjton. 
Rollinsford,  Barrington,  Rochester,  Exeter,  Milton, 
Newmarket  and  Dover.  The  boys'  sports  have  been 
coached  by  the  principal. 

Miss  Patricia  Ball,  fifth  grade  teacher,  is  developing 
a  fine  girls'  team  in  the  Junior  High  school. 

A  splendid  Cheer  team  is  composed  of  eighth  grade 
girls.  Their  activities  do  much  to  foster  good  school 
spirit. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  a  complete 
physical  educatoin  program  was  established.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  the  University,  instructors  were  made 
available.  A  regular  weekly  class  will  be  conducted 
from  grades  one  through  eight.  This  program  is  one 
that  should  be  made  a  permanent  part  of  the  school 
curriculum. 

Clubs 
Clubs  should  be  a  part  of  every  school  program.  We 
endeavor  to  initiate  a  club  whenever  sufficient  inter- 
est  is  shown. 

The  Junior  High  Outing  Club  promises  to  be  an  ac- 
tive one  this  year.  Plans  are  under  way  to  conduct 
a  Ski  School  for  a  period  of  two  weeks.  Instructors 
will  be  chosen  from  the  school  ski  team.  Special  at- 
tention will  be  given  to  the  younger  children.  The 
club  also  anticipates  the  holding  of  a  ski  meet  with 
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other  Junior  High  schools  in  this  region.  The  Club 
Ski  Team  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  compete  m  the 
Franconia  meet  in  March. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  superintendent  and  the  School  Board  for  their 
fine  cooperation  in  everything  that  makes  for  a  better 
school.  The  interest  and  good  will  as  evidenced  by  the 
parents  will  ever  be  solicited  and  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  administration,  the  faculty  and  the  students. 
It  will  always  be  our  will  to  think  of  your  child  as  an 
individual;  to  educate  him  up  to  his  capacity  and  to 
make  him  happy  here  at  school.

Week- 
ly inspections  included  careful  examination  of  teeth, 
throat,  skin,  hair  and  posture. 

Sixty-four  pupiLs  were  examined  by  Dr.  Rudd  and 
Dr.  McGreg"(3r.  Each  pupil  vv^as  given  the  tuberculin 
P^tch  test  and  all  results  were  negative.

On  May  6,  1948,  a  pre-school  conference  was  held 
at  the  school.  Dr.  Lura  Bruce,  State  Supervisor  of 
Health,  helped  us  plan  this  meeting  and  did  the  vision 
testing.

As  art  is  a  social  study  it  is  used  in  teaching  many 
other  subjects  in  the  elementary  grades,  therefore 
fundamentals  and  suggestions  for  handling  media  is 
stressed  in  this  period  along  with  the  attempt  to  stim- 
ulate the  imagination  into  originality  of  subject  mat- 
ter. 

Pupils  of  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight  have  been  mak- 
ing a  mural  on  the  walls  of  the  lunchroom,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  before  we  finish,  the  work  will  be  repre- 
sentative of  all  grades. 

We  are  planning  an  exhibition  later  in  the  spring 
where  work  from  all  grades  done  throughout  the  year 
will  be  on  display.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SLPERVISOR 


To    THE    School    Board    and    Superintendent    of 
Schools  : 

I  submit  the  following-  annual  report  of  the  musiti 
activities  in  the  Center  School  at  Durham. 

We  are  striving  toward  the  goal  of  the  five  point 
music  program;  singing,  playing,  listening,  dancing, 
and  creative  music. 

In  the  primary  grades  this  program  is  represented 
by  the  singing  of  songs  which  appeal  to  the  age  of  the 
pupils;  playing  in  the  Rhythm  Band;  listening  to  suit- 
able recorded  selections;  participating  in  singing 
games;  and  tinally  pupil  participation  in  planning  mo- 
tions to  songs,  and  new  stanzas  to  selections  already 
learned,  etc. 

Beginning  in  October  of  this  year,  owing  to  the  much 
increased  enrollment,  it  seemed  wise  to  divide  the  first 
grade  into  two  groups,  the  supervisor  spending  two 
periods  a  week  with  each  group — one  period  for  sing- 
ing; and  the  other  for  Rhythm  Band  and  other  activi- 
ties. This  is  working  out  very  well,  indeed,  giving" 
more  time  to  each  pupil,  and  the  pupil  enjoyment  and 
accomplishment  has  doubled. 

The  work  in  the  intermediate  grades  follows  the 
program  of  the  primary  grades  insofar  as  time  and 
teaching  facilities  will  perrnit.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year,  harmony  singing  is  introduced,  and  more 
formal  theory  is  taught.  More  advanced  material  and 
theory  is  presented  in  the  Durham  school  than  in  many 
public  schools,  since  the  majority  of  the  pupils  are 
very  capable  musically,  and  will  go  on  to  a  variety  of 
schools  having  high  standards. 
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The  purchase  of  some  excellent  records  this  past 
year  has  made  it  possible  to  do  much  more  with  music 
appreciation  than  in  the  past.  I  am  sincerely  grate- 
ful for  this  material,  and  I  know  the  pupils  are  enjoy- 
ing the  broadening  of  their  musical  experience.  It  is 
our  hope  that  a  well-balanced  library  of  recorded 
materials  may  be  gradually  acquired,  that  may  enrich 
the  study  of  music  in  all  grades. 

The  Junior  High  musical  activities  have  grown  out 
of  the  work  in  the  grades.  A  more  informal  plan  of 
procedure  is  used.  An  operetta  is  planned  for  the 
spring.  We  look  forw^ard  in  the  coming  months  to 
several  events  to  be  given  before  the  public. 

Our  school  oi-chestra  was  almost  wholly  graduated 
into  High  School  last  year.  However,  several  grade 
pupils  are  studying  instruments,  and  we  shall  soon  be 
able  to  start  an  orchestra  with  an  almost  entirely  new 
group. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Osgood,  and  the  Board  of 
Education,  for  the  excellent  support  and  materials  giv- 
en the  music  department;  and  I  wish  to  thank  the 
teachers  for  their  kind  cooperation  in  carrying  on  the 
work  in  music.

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The  following  article  requested  by  the  Sev/er  Commission  was  not 
included  in  the  Town  Warra.nt: 

"To  see  if  the  Town  of  Durham  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  set 
aside  each  year  from  the  annual  income  from  sewer  entrance  fees  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  (^1,000),  to  be  known  as  'Reserve  Fund  for  Fu- 
ture Sewer  Develooment ' ,  the  income  therefrom,  and  so  much  of  the  prin- 
cipal thereof,  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary,  to  be  used  by  the 
Sewer  Commission,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  future  con- 
struction of  new  sewers  in  Durham  within  the  a.rea  now  served  to  meet 
the  demands  for  future  real  estate  development;  provided  further,  that 
in  the  event  the  orincipal  and  income  from  such  Reserve  Fund  is  insuffi- 
cient for  such  purpose,  the  Sewer  Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  re- 
quest and  accept  from  prosoective  future  sewer  users,  uoon  a.-oiorova.l  of 
their  aoplications,  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  (^300)  per  unit 
(as  defined  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Sewer  Commission),  pay- 
able in  full  and  in  advance,  and  to  use  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be 
reasonable--  necessarv  to  augment  said  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,   (The  intent  of  this  article  is  to  be  prepared  to  bring 
sewer  facilities  to  an  apartment  house  or  a  single-home  deifelopment ,  or 
a  federal  building.)" 

If  you  will  read  the  reoort  of  the  Sewer  Commission,  you  may  feel 
with  us  that  at  least  the  second  oart  of  the  article  should  be  con- 
sidered.  It  was  generallv  understood  by  the  voters  that  the  entrance 
fees,  upon  collection,  should  be  used  to  help  retire  the  $145,000  bond 
issue,  and  that  is  the  present  -olan.   However,  if  you  feel  that  we 
should  be  prepared  to  meet  the  need  of  a  real-estate  development,  then 
under  the  last  article  of  the  vrarrant ,  you  may  express  your  approval  by 
a  motion  of  this  nature: 

"In  the  event  there  is  a  need,  the  entrance  fees  that  would  be  avail- 
able from  the  construction  of  a  new  a.partraent  house,  a  business  block 
(federal  or  otherwise),  or  a  new  single-home  development,  may  be  used 
to  extend  the  town  sewer  system  to  serve  such  developments.  Entrance 
fees  derived  from  these  particular  types  of  development  shall  be  paid 
in  full  (3300.00  per  unit)  and  in  advance  of  construction." 

The  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  has  advised  us  that  the  vote  of 
the  town  is  not  necessarv  in  this  matter.   However,  we  wish  for  an 
expression  of  approval  from  the  voters  at  this  meeting.
